Put Out Garbage 
On Night Before 
Collection Day 


An alternate plan for the conversion of Sierra Madre’s depot 
island into a civic center was proposed this week by A. L. 
Suman, local manufacturer and an exhibiting artist. 

The plan, Mr. Suman believes, should be substituted for the 
one which has been under consideration by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the city, the Lions Club, 
and the Garden Club. 

Helping solve the downtown 
parking problem is one of the 
main talking points for Mr. 
Suman’s proposed civic center, 
which would eliminate the PE 
Station and put in its place 
a smaller bus-waiting shelter 
at the lower tip of the island. 

Major part of the Kersting 
Court area would be used for 
parking, and Mr. Suman said 
there should be additional 
room for “12, maybe more park¬ 
ing spaces.” 

Laid out as a huge triangle, 
the court area would have the 
bus shelter ,a walkway, and 
garden plots leading up to the 
parking area. Additional, 
smaller flower beds would be 
planted at the other tips of the 
triangle and along the north¬ 
ern or sidewalk side. 

Partial walls would extend 
into Kersting Court, leaving en¬ 
trances for cars at both ends. 
Obviously, a part of the depot 
island would have to be trim¬ 
med to allow parking on both 
sides of the court. 

This layout would require 
less expense now and less 
maintenance later than the 
original plan for converting the 
present depot structure into a 
civic art gallery, Mr. Suman 
says. 

Concerning the depot, long a 
local landmark and almost 
sacred to many Sierra Madre- 
ans, Mr. Suman said, “Some 
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Put out your garbage the 
night before it is scheduled for 
pick up, the City Council in¬ 
structed residents this week. 

Mrs. Martha Matoian, city 
garbage contractor, told the 
councilmen she intends to have 
her collection crews working 
"by 4 or 5 a. m." in order to 
complete pick ups by the end 
of each day. Previously, the 
deadline for having containers 
out in the parkways was 6 
a. m. of collection day. 

Mrs. Matoian pointed out 
that, although most Sierra Ma- 
dreans are “very cooperative," 
some do not put out their gar¬ 
bage until late in the after¬ 
noon of the scheduled day of 
collection. “We can't come back 
for people who miss the dead¬ 
line." she stated. 


Monterey Lane 
Bid Accepted 

A resolution formally award¬ 
ing the contract for the im¬ 
provement of Monterey Lane 
was accepted by the City Coun¬ 
cil after a public hearing on 
Tuesday night. 

The contract, for $5786 plus 
engineering fees for a total cost 
of approximately $6000, was 
awarded to the low bidder, 
W. R. Wilkinson. 

Of the 12 property owners 
concerned, nine gave unquali¬ 
fied approval of the project, 
two registered mild objections 
at the “higher cost than was 
originally estimated,” and one 
protested. 

"Since 60 per cent of the 
owners affected want it, we can 
form an assessment district,” 
said Councilman Henry Kors- 
me'ei in making the motion 
tr accept Mr. Wilkinson's bid.

A new assessed valuation for 
Sierra Madre of $6,717,130 was 
announced Monday by County 
Assessor John R. Quinn. 

This figure is $432,280 more 
than the assessed valuation Si- 
c:ra Madre had during the last 
fiscal year, 1950-51. The valu¬ 
ation then was $6,284,850. 

In a report to the County 
Board of Supervisors, Mr. Quinn 
pointed out that all cities in 
the county except two—Signal 
Hill and Avalon — have 
undergone an assessed valua¬ 
tion increase of $388,121,920 for 
the fiscal year, 1951-52. The 
new county-wide total is $5,- 
298,758,780. 

Meanwhile, county officials 
were forecasting a tax rate 
slash of approximately 2914 
cents per $100 assessed valua¬ 
tion. Last year’s county tax 
rate was $1.9351.

ARTICLE DESCRIBES SUICIDE 
PLANE HIT ON CARRIER 


Services were held Saturday 
for the Rev. Edwin W. David, 
38-year-old pastor of the First 
Lutheran Church of Temple 
City, who was stricken and 
died while hiking above Sierra 
Madre Wednesday, July 4. 

Resusitation efforts by Dr. 
Nathan Jacobs were in vain as 
the clergyman was reported 
dead shortly after 8:30 a. m. 
The Rev. Mr. David suffered 
the attack approximately two 
miles up the Mount Wilson 
Trail. 

The minister was leading a 
group of 12 boys and girls, 
members of a hiking club. One 
of the boys of the group noti¬ 
fied forest rangers who brought 
the body down the trail. 

The Rev. Mr. David is sur¬ 
vived by his wife, Mildred, and 
two daughters, Carolyn Ann 
and Elizabeth Jane. He resid¬ 
ed at 1023 N. Muscatel.

It had been a leisurely sort of morning. The weather was warm 
and sunny. It was a perfect day for a baseball game or a trip 
to the seashore. The only difficulty with the latter suggestion 
was that the officers and men of the aircraft carrier USS Bel- 
leau Wood (CVL 24) already were far out at sea—and there 
certainly was no shore in sight. 

Several routine air patrols 
had been launched in the 
morning and, by noon, they 
had all returned from their job 
of scouting ahead of the task 
group in time to permit the air 
crews the relaxation of a sere¬ 
nely-eaten meal. 

Only four days before (Oct. 

26, 1944), as a part of Adm. 

William F. Halsey’s famed 
Third Fleet, the ship and its 
planes had successfully com¬ 
pleted the work of “covering” 
the invasion of Leyte, Philip¬ 
pine Islands. It was only na¬ 


tural for the discipline of the 
ship to be eased for a day 
or sp. 

After lunch, many of the 
men who were off duty eithet 
retired to their bunks for a 
snooze or put in some time 
sunbathing on the flight deck. 
When, at 2 p. m., the PA sys¬ 
tem announced that there were 
several “bogies” (unidentified 
planes, presumably enemy) ap¬ 
proaching from 60 miles away, 
there was not much change in 
the relaxed composure and at¬ 
titude of the men. “After all, 
nadn’t they been attacked 
many times before? Might as 
well relax until they ring the 
alarm.” 

At 1411 (2:11 p.m), the boat¬ 
swain’s mate bellowed over 
the PA system: 

“All hands to general quar¬ 
ters! All hands to general 
quarters!” 

This proclamation was fol¬ 
lowed by the usual clang of 
the general alarm bell and the 
stirring notes of “To Arms” 
played on the bugle. 

Instantaneously, the ship 
came to life. Flash-proof hoods 
and gloves were hastily grab¬ 
bed; steel helmets were scoop- 
ed-up on the run. The decks 
and companionways seemed to 
rumble as men raced to their 
battle stations. Ladders clank¬ 
ed under running feet, and 
water-tight doors swung shut. 
Throughout it all, however, 
there was the efficient appear¬ 
ance of a well-trained team. 

Speed of the ship -had been 
increased to 27 knots, and 
crews were toiling to get eight 
fighter planes into the air, in 
compliance with orders from 
the group commander, As the 
sixth of these planes left the 
flight deck, lookouts noticed 
an enemy plane was hurtling 
down on the USS Franklin, 
another carrier astern of the 
BW. 

As it hit, there was a tre¬ 
mendous flash of flame near 
the island structure, and, at 
once, the ship’s flight deck was 
ablaze and smoking. 

A second enemy plane fol¬ 
lowed the first down in what 
appeared to be another suicide 
dive on the Franklin. Instead 
the “Zeke” suddenly swept up, 
executed a wing-over, and 
headed for the Belleau Wood. 

By this time, every anti-air¬ 
craft gun on the ship was 
trained on the Japanese Kami¬ 
kaze plane. Even batteries on 
the starboard side were turn¬ 
ed around completely to fire 
over the flight deck at the ap- 
proaching enemy. Tracers 
streaked into the plane—but it 
never wavered from its course. 

Finally, the “Zeke” dipped- 
its nose out of the shallow 
glide and crashed onto the 
flight deck, just astern of the 
after elevator. 

Flames, wreckage, and 
chunks of metal shot into the 
air with a deafening roar. 
Burning gasoline immediately 
engulfed the stern section of 
the ship and sloshed over the 
side. A column of black smoke 
soared hundreds of feet into the 
sky. The ship seemed to stag¬ 
ger like an injured boxer for 
an instant—then, as if shrug¬ 
ging its shoulders at destiny, 
continued on its course.

“There were a few scattered 
firecrackers in t h e evening,” 
said Mr. McMillan, "but most 
people stayed within the law 
as regards fireworks.” 

No holiday casualties were 
reported at the Police Depart¬ 
ment, except for the San Gab¬ 
riel minister who died while 
hiking on Mount Wilson Trail. 


No action was taken Tuesday 
on the petition, signed by 13 
property owners, to place “cau¬ 
tion signs” at Rancho Road and 
San Gabriel avenue.

handlers started work immedi¬ 
ately, trying desperately to 
move away as many planes as 
possible from the rapidly 
spreading flames. As the fire 
reached the ammunition and 
depth charges on these planes, 
additional thundering explos¬ 
ions took their toll. 

Below decks, men were fran¬ 
tically trying to escape from 
the shambles, or aid wounded 
buddies. The suicide plane’s 
engine had punched a hole 
through three decks, strewing 
destruction as it went. Screams 
of the injured and dying shat¬ 
tered the afternoon air. Many 
men, their clothes on fire, rac¬ 
ed for the flight deck where 
they jumped over the side in¬ 
to the water 73 feet below. 

Gradually, however, with the 
help of the destroyer USS Mug- 
ford, the flames were over¬ 
whelmed. Trapped men were 
released, wreckage cleared, and 
the first count of the casual¬ 
ties was undertaken. This un¬ 
official tally revealed that 
more than 100 men were either 
dead or missing. 

Although the major fire was 
under control, small conflagra¬ 
tions continued to break out at 
various places. Damage-control 
parties toiled all night extin¬ 
guishing these and pumping 
out water from the compart¬ 
ments below the damaged area. 

The next day was spent in 
investigation, cleaning up the 
wreckage, and conducting mass 
burial services for the dead. 
The one cheerful aspect of the 
otherwise gloomy day was the 
return from the destroyer USS 
Patterson of 15 men who had 
been forced over the side. The 
return of these men altered the 
official casualty list to 245

One of the local clergymen 
driving west on Sierra Madre 
boulevard stopped so suddenly 
after crossing the crosswalk 
lines that his passenger fell 
forward and bumped her head 
on the windshield. The cop at 
the corner suspecting injury, 
rushed to the scene. 

“What happened, did you not 
see the stop sign?” inquired 
the “nosy” policeman. 

“Oh, yes, I saw the sign. But 
I didn’t see you,” was the as¬ 
tonished reply. 

Returning to the thought of 
fire, we are lucky aren’t we? 
Right here in the midst of dry 
brush and a few lots that have 
not been cleared of inflam¬ 
mables, we can feel very lucky. 

We are fortunate to have 
within our limits the most 
careful people of the land. 
They must be so, or why do we 
have such an exceptional rec¬ 
ord of low fire loss. 

This is due to the constant 
alertness of the fire depart¬ 
ment and of fire prevention ac¬ 
tivities. 

It would be foolish for a 
city or nation to become apa¬ 
thetic about their fire protec¬ 
tion when fires become rare. 
Such an attitude would be the 
first form of the return to 
heavy losses by fire. 

There is much carelessness 
and indifference in other sec¬ 
tions of the United States that 
is causing a ridiculous amount 
of loss of life and property that 
we in Sierra Madre do not 
realize, unless we pay atten¬ 
tion to the reports of fires re¬ 
corded. 

Unless we are acquainted 
with this loss—we do not feel 
the need for more fire preven¬ 
tion is necessary. The fire 
chiefs who meet and discuss 
such matters are well aware of 
the need for more and more 
fire prevention. 

Fire prevention value is so 
well recognized that in large 
cities, trucks equipped with ra¬ 
dios are sent out daily with 
the crew of men to investigate 
dangerous conditions and in¬ 
spect homes and yards. In this 
manner, much fire is prevented 
and within the next year, it is 
hoped that such tactics will 
save the lives of 4000 children 
in the United States alone. 

Such an accomplishment will 
be a beautiful feather in the 
hats of fire departments. We 
must learn that “the best to 
prevent is money well spent.” 

We must keep our equipment 
in the best order possible and 
new ideas in fire fighting 
should be followed. 

Just because we are fortu¬ 
nate enough to go a long time 
without a serious fire, does not 
spell security. We must KEEP 
the FIRES OUT.

More than a million dollars in building permits were issued 
in Sierra Madre during the first six months of 1951 ending June 
30. This represents an increase of approximately one-third over 
the same period of 1950. 

City Building Inspector William announced the total for 

this six-month period as $1,- 
000,873.50. The comparable fig¬ 
ure for last year was $676,752.- 
00, he reported. The total for 
the first six months of 1949 
was down another third—$300,- 
885.00. 

"This is just the building 
permits,” explained Mr. Lees, 

“and does not include permits 
issued for plumbing, electrical, 
and street work.” 

Last month’s building activ¬ 
ity fell way off from June of 
1950, however, and the build¬ 
ing inspector recorded only 
$30,200 in permits issued. This 
compares with $110,408 for June 
of last year—a reduction of 
more than two thirds.
